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Some Vears ago a judicious Collection of 
Pſalms in Metre was publiſſid for the Uſe of 
Sr. James's Pariſh, with ſome Doxologies at 
the end of them, agreeable to the Doctrine 
and Uſage of the Church of England. This? 
Collection being to be reprinted laſt Vear, 
was by the Bookſeller: committed to a noted 
Clergy man in Weſtminſter, who thought fir 
to make ſome Alterations very different from 
the Copy, and that too, as is ſaid, without 
any Requeſt from the Proprietor of the Copy, 
or the Collector, Who is now living. In ſome 
of the Doxologies the Reviſer of the Preſs had 
wholly excluded the Holy Spirit, and attri- 
buted all Glory to the Father, without impart- 
ing any to the Sou, except what he hath in 
his mediatorial Capacity, in the followin 
Manner: To God through Chriſt his ouly don, 
all Glory be therefore, and which doth by 
no means expreſs the Senſe of the Doxology 
in our Liturgy; for that learned Gentleman 
will not fay that the Son is equally glorified, 
whether Glory be given to the Father jointly 
with him, or to the Father through him; the 
one ſort of Glorification expreſſing his divine 
Character, the other his human or mediato- 
rial, the former of which is follow diby the 
Church of England. There ſeems likewiſe 
to be ſome Fallacy in the Addition of the 
Word all, which imports that all Glory is ſo 

given to the Father, that the Son and Spirit 
are no Sharers in it. It is worthy of *

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that this ſuſpicious way, of ſpeaking was-us'd 
formerly by the Heretick Eunomius , who is 
charg d by Epiphanius with attributing, all 
Glory to the Father, in manifeſt Excluſio of 
the two; other Perſons, of the Trinity, 5 15 
that ſame Father obſerves muſt be very often 
ſve to all good Chriſtians, ; The entire Omi i:

When theſe new Doxologies therefore were 
by a private Authority, and with a ſuſpicious 
Deſign, introduc'd into publick Uſe, they then 
became Matter of Epiſcopal Cognizance; ſo 
open and flagrant Conduct only not eſcape 
the Knowledge or the Cenſure of a vigilant 
and zealous Biſhop, who thereupon, to pre- 
vent in time the growing Evil, warn'd the 
Lack of the Danger of ſuch Innovations. 
The Seaſonableneſs of his Lordſhip's Interpo- 
firion, is ſufficiently ſhewn by the Clamours 
ofthoſe who ſeem in ſome meaſure diſappoint- 
ed by it; and the Jaſtice of it will likewiſe be 
ſhewn as much by the Truth and Authority of 
that Doxology , which the Church of Eng- 
land now follows, and the Enemies of our 
Bleſſed Lord's Divinity would gladly fer aſide:

This therefore gives a Solution to a noted 
Paſſage in Juſtin Martyr's Apology, where 
deſcribing the Rites of the Holy Euchariſt, he 
informs the Emperor and Senate, that in alÞ 
their Oblations they gave Thanks to God 
the Maker of all Things, through the Son and 
the Spirit; for the Euchariſt repreſenting the 
Incarnation and Sufferings of Chriſt Jeſus, it 
was fit to uſe that Doxology which exprels'd 
the (ox ia) Method whereby all the three 
Perſons did co-operate in it; which Cuſtom 
of Oblation ſolely to the Father, is ſtill ob- 
ſerv'd in the Eaſtern Church, without any Di- 
minution of the Doctrine of the Trinity. But 
yet the ſame Juſtin, to ſhew that this was 
not the only Method of divine Worſhip, ſays 
in the ſame Diſcourſe, that the Chriſtians wor · 
ſhipped jointly Father, Son aud Holy Spirit. 
St. Baſil very juſtly obſerves, that when 
we give Glory to the Father in the Spirit, we 
do not ſo much glorify the Spirit, as declare 
our own Inſufficiency without his Aſſiſtance, 
ſince he is not there the Object, but the In ·

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ſtroment of our Worſhip. The ſame is to be 
ſaid in relation to the Son, and therefore how - 
ſoever that Doxology which the Arians con- 
tend ſor, may in ſtrict Propriety of the Words 
be agrecable to Scripture; yet when it is uſed 
excluſively of and in Oppoſition to the other, 
it doth betray a Denial of that Worſhip and 
Glory which are juſtly aſcrib'd to Son and Spi- 
rit jointly with the Father. Though it is not 
heretical in the ſtrict Expreſſion, yet it is ve- 

probably ſo in the Intention; and to prove 
the Charge, we need only to obſerve, that 
thoſe Perſons who were ſo violent! for aſcri- 
bing Glory co the Father through the Son, 
were Enemies to our Lord's Divinity, and 
came aſterwards to baptize in the Name of the 
Father by the Son, and in the Holy Ghoſt. 
This F ad is related of an * Arian Biſhop, cal- 
led Deuterins, and is ſaid to be the general 
Practice of the Arians in the fifth Century. 
As to the Perſons at preſent who ſeem fo vio- 
lent for the Arian Form, it is evident, both 
from their Writings and Diſcourſes, what they 
intend by it; and that they do not deſire a 
promiſcuous Uſe of both Forms, which might

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be ſafely granted, but the entire Uſage of 
their own, in Oppoſition to rhe Praftice and 
Belief of the Church in all Ages. 
That my Meaning may not be miſtaken, I 
repeat it once more; that both Doxologies 
are in their Expreſſions agreeable to Scripture, 
and that neither of them can be refus d con- 
ſiſtently with the Chriſtian Faith, which pro- 
feſſes ro believe our Lord Fe/us both in his 
divine and mediatorial Character: That the 
Uſe of each Way of Glorification was allow'd 
of old by the primitive Church, bur that the 
ill Uſe which the Hereticks made of that La- 
titude, oblig'd the Church to appoint one 
Form only, which is that we uſe at "preſent, 
Glory to Father, Son, and Holy Ghoſt, &c. 
We do not pretend to deny the human Na- 
ture of our Lord, but with that to aſſert his 
Divinity; nor do we ſay that it is improper 
to worſhip the Father through the Son, he 
that this is nor the only Way of divine Wor- 
ſhip; that it is both agreeable to primitive U- 
ſage and Scripture Doctrine, to worſhip the 
Son and Spirit together with the Father. 
This is what I will endeavour to make 
| oc by ſhewing that the Ancients held the 
Worſhip of Son and Holy Spirit; that many 
of them us'd that Form of Doxology which is 
now follow'd by the Church of England; 
and then in the laſt Place, that this Belief and 
Practice of the Ancients is yery conſonant to 
the Scripture Doctrine.

Chriſtians are now, of roo carnal and animal

The firſt Apologiſts for our holy Religion 
in their eee, Pubelere doe to 
ſay no more of their Faich than what ſeryed 
to confute the Calumnies which were laid up- 
on them, and are therefore oblery'd to exprels 
themſelves, upon ſuch Occaſions, concerning 
the Trinity in general Terms; but yet from 
thoſe Expreſſions, as general as they are, no- 
thing is more plain than that they readily ac- 
knowledg'd the equal Worſhip of the three 
Perfons, and that the Perſons ſo worſhipp'd. 
were of the ſame divine Eſſence. 111 4 
The equal Glorification of the three Per- 
ſons doth likewiſe appear from thoſe Paſſages 
of the primitive Writers, wherein the glorious. 
and divine Attributes of the Father, ſuch as 
Life, Eternity, Immutability, Sc. are appli- 
ed in the ſame Terms, and at the ſame time 
to Son and Spirit: For how unnatural and in- 
conſiſtent muſt it be, to place in the ſame 
Rank of Dignity, and honour with the ſame 
Appellations, Bens of ſo diſtant a Nature as 
Finite and Infinite, as Sovereign and Subject, 
as Creature and Creator ? How affronting and 
leſſening to the ſupreme God, to raiſe inferior 
Perſons to his tranſcendent Majeſty, or to 
bring him down to their Level, and ſo make 
the Work of his Hands the Sharers in, and the 
Rivals of, his Dignity ? When therefore the 
primitive Writers join Father, Son, and Hol

The Sentiments of the primitive Writers, 
as to the Worſhip of the three Perſons, are ſo 
unanimous, that the adorable Triad, or Tri- 
nity, was an uſual way of Expreſſion: Aud 
becauſe Mr. I hiſton doubts of this, I Well 
produc'd one unexceptionable Proof of it from 
Origen®, who in his Commentary upon * 
"44 Ya 15 1 
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147" Pſalm, explaining thoſe Words, For he 
hath made faſt the Bars of thy Gates; adds, 
The Bars of Jeruſalem are the practical Vir. 
tues which hinder the Enemy from entring; 
thoſe of Sion are the heavenly Doctrines, 
and the right Belief of the Adorable and 
Holy Trinity. The myſtical Explication proves 
the Paſſage to be genuine, and certainly Ori- 
gen's; and though his Orthodoxy hath been 
diſputed, yet it is worth obſerving, that it 
was much cafier for him to fall from the Faith 
of the Church, 'than to lay afide the com 
and eſtabliſh'd Expreſſions of it. 
The few Paſſages I haye produced ſhew the 
uniform Opinion of the beſt Writers of the 
thtee firſt Centuries, in relation to the equal 
Worſhip and Glorification of the ever bleſſed 
Trinity, they are ſuch as cannot be ſuppos'd 
ignorant of the Chriſtian Doctrine, nor were 
they ever accus'd by their Contemporaries of 
perverting it; and I would challenge our mo- 
dern Hereticks to bring one good Proof, that 
Clement of Rome, Ireneus, Origen, or Gre- 
gory Thaumaturgus, introduced either an Er- 
ror or a Novelty, in aſſerting the equal Glo- 
rification of the three Perſons. (IO

a H E Adverſaries to the Orthodox Faith 
ſhew ſo much Vehemence againſt the 


ge'of rhe Church of England in a

Doxology which is eſtabliſh'd in our Church, 


and hath ever been ſo in all others, as tho” 


they meant to lay the whole Streſs of their 
Cauſe upon its Removal: Their Conduct here- 
in is very conſiſtent with their Sentiments; 
for the Glory attributed to Father, Son, and 
Holy Ghoſt, is ſuch a Confeſſion of the Tri- 
nity, as they like not to hear; and withal of- 


fers ſuch an Argument for it, as they cannot 


evade. While this excellent Hymn is in uſe, 
all their Deſigus of perverting the People to 
their Anti- chriſtian Opinions will fail; for the 
Generality will be diſpos'd to believe as they 


worſhip, nor will it be eaſy to perſuade any 


unprejudiced Perſon, that what is equal in 


Glory, Worſhip and Name, ſhould be une- 
2 "TM qual 
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qual and inferior in Eſſence. The Hereticks 
as formerly, ſo now have attack'd our Faith 
in this Hymn of Glorification, but they have 
attack'd it in its ſtrongeſt and:moſt defenſible 
Part; they have brought the Controverſy to 
a Queſtion of Fact, where their only Wea- 
pons, their Subtilties and evaſive Diſtinctions, 
will not ſerve them; and I hope, by the Af- 
ſiſtance of that Spirit, for whe Digniry and 
Worſhip I am now writing, either to convince 
them by ample Teſtimonics, of the ancient 
Ule of the preſent Doxology, or oblige them 
to vilify and condemn thoſe Martyrs, Biſhops 
and primitive Writers, who have uſed it. 

St. Baſil is expreſs in his Aſſertion, that 
there had been one Form of Doxology hand- 
ed down from the Fathers to his Time, which, 
1 faith he, we have found eſtabliſh'd in the 
Orthodox Churches, and is of great Conſe- 
quence to the Preſervation of the Faith. The 
Anſwer which our Adverſaries give now to 
this, and indeed they have no other to give, 
is a very unchriſtian one; that this Father 
hath made wrong Citations, that he hath fal- 
ſiſied the ſeveral Authors which he cites, and 
that no Credit is to be given to his Teſtimo- 
ny. If this Calumny were ſupported by the 
known ill Character of the Man, or by the 
evidently contrary Sentiments of the cited 
Authors, there might be ſome Colpur of Rea- 
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ſon for their Anſwer ; but inſtead of this, the 
whole Charge is founded Mr. Hhifton's

I ſhall therefore, in order to put this Mat- 
ter in a que Light, ſet forth and juſtify the 
ſeveral Teſtimonies of theſe Doxologies, whe- 
ther extracted from him, or any other. The 
firſt of theſe is taken from the Acts of the 
Martyrdom of Ignatius, which were wrote 
by his Companions preſent at his Martyrdom, 
and are therefore the oldeſt Hiſtory in the 
Church, next to the ſacred Writings.

The Indiſtinctneſs of 
the Narrative makes it look the leſs like Fi- 
ction; and there is ſo little of pompous Ex- 

eſſions in it, that makes it appear in the 
naked Dreſs of Truth.

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by that Doxology. The Paſſage in Baſil is 
not cited from an obſcure Work, but from 
one well known, and at that Time extant. 
He had wrote five Books, as Eu ſebius and: 
Jerome informs us, upon the Doctrine of 
Times, in the fifth of which is this Doxolo- 
gy. Theſe Books were extant and entire in 
St. Ferome's Time; and therefore if they had 
been miſcited by Baſil, it had been in the 
Power of any one at that Time to detect the 
Among the many Authorities produced for 
the Doxology, Baſil produces Irenæus, who 
by calling the third Perſon of the Trinity the 
Divine Spirit, ſeems to him to aſcribe by this 
Expreſſion, that Divinity which is the only 
Foundation of Worſhip. I cannot but think 
that the Appellation of Divine aſcrib'd to the 
Spirit, expreſſes more than the Spirit of 
God. When we ſay the Spirit of God, there 
is no Mark of Dignity convey'd in the Expreſ- 
ſion, it being conſiſtent with the loweſt De- 
gree of Inferiority : But when we call the Spi- 
rit the Divine Spirit, we expreſs his Divinity;
